Giving Rise to T alk 


of Vent 


Newport News: 
Activity 
is 
dis­ 
played by the several companies now 
drilling for oil in the fields near this 
city. 
Undismayed by the collapse of 
the casing on well No. 2, 
the New­ 
port Bay Oil Company now has well 
No. 3 down 2270 feet* A stratum of 
heavy oil already has been passed 
through. 
The Tidewater Oil 
and 
Asphalt 
Company also is drilling on its prop­ 
erty and has reached a depth of 1600 
feet. 
In order to be fully protected 
against the water, 8 5-8 inch casing 
is being used. 
Ninety feet of low 
gravity oil have been passed through, 
and the company now is considering 
a proposition to erect a refinery. 
As the property of the Tidewater 
Company is much lower than that of 
the Newport Bay Company, it is be­ 
lieved that lighter oil will be struck 
at a depth of less than 2000 feet. 
After the storm Monday night the 
beach, for a distance of three blocks 
in front of this city, 
was covered 
with oil, in some places to a depth of 
over an inch. As this thing has hap­ 
pened before, it is thought that there 
is a vent in the bottom of the ocean 
close in-shore, from which the oil es­ 
capes and is driven ashore whenever 
there is a storm without 
a 
heavy 
downshore 
current. 
The 
oil 
un­ 
doubtedly comes from the same field 
in which the oil is obtained on the 
bluff back of the city, and it may be 
that if a well were sunk along the 
ocean front, it could be obtained in 
paying quantities. 
The Clyde Jackson, which is
